MANILA, Sept. 22, 2:35 
p.m.— [By Manila Cable.] 
A party ofinsurgents ditched 
a railroad train a mile and a 
half south of Angeles this 
morning, and then opened 
fire upon the derailed cars 
from a bamboo thicket close 
to the track, killing two 
Americans and wounding five 
others.

FOUR DEPARTMENTS. 


Plan to Divide the Army in the 
Philippines. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—A plan is 
under consideration at the War De- 
partment to create an army division of 
the Philippines and divide the divisions 
into departments on a basis similar to 
that in Cuba. The idea is to create 
four departments in the Philippines, at 
least three of them to be commanded 
by major-generals. The Philippines 
heretofore have been known as the 
Department of the Pacific. 

It is expexcted that one department 
of the proposed new division will con- 
sist of Gen. MacArthur's command, 
north of Manila; another will be Gen. 
Lawton’s command, south of Manila, 
and a third will be a new command, to 
operate from Lingayen or Dagupan. -A 
furth department probably will consist 
of troops in the island south of Manila, 
which includes the commands now at 
lloilo, Cebu and other points. 

The scheme has not yet taken such 
definite form as to determine the com- 
mands of the divisions and depart- 
ments. There is little doubt, however, 
that Lawton and MacArthur ‘vill re- 
main where they are now, and prob- 
ably the command in the islands south 
will be under a brigadier-general. An- 
other officer will have to be selected for 
the department in the far northern 
part of the islands, at the terminus 
of the Dagupan Railroad. 

The plan is to give each department 
commander all the troops that can be 
successfully operated, and also insure 
sufficient garrisons for all points taken. 
Protection to the peaceable tribes is one 
of the chief objects sought, as repre- 
sentations made to the War Depart- 
ment indicate that many of the in- 
habitants do not want to fight, and, if 
unmolested and relieved from fear of 
attack by the Tagalos, will assist in 
supporting the authority of the United 
States and make it impossible for the 
followers of Aguinaldo to subsist. 


GILMORE AND MEN. 
Half-starved and Destitute of Cloth- 
ing When Laat Seen. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 


BOSTON, Sept. 22.—A naval officer 
on one of the ships at Cavite says, in 
a private letter written to relatives 
here, under date of August 19: 

“I made a trip to Manila purposely 
to see and interview a Spaniard who 
claims to have seen Lieut. Gilmore 
and his men. The Spaniard arrived 
in Manila on the 12th, coming through 
the outposts at San Fernando de lia 
Pampanga. His name is Felipe Galza, 
and he is a planter. On the ist of 
February last he was on his planta- 
tion, when he was surrounded by a 
deputation of natives, who made him 
a prisoner. He was forced to follow 
the movements made by the so-called 
Filipino republic, and tramp through 
mud and water and over mountains 
in the wanderings. 

“Two weeks before the arrival at 
Manila, he saw at Bigaa Lieut. Gil- 
more and his fourteen fellow-prison- 
ers. From his report it is judged that 
they have fared badly at the hands 
of their captors, and although their 


courage was undaunted, they were in 
bad shape physically, in reality being 
half-starved. 

“Gilmore himself said he was in bet- 
ter health than some of the others, 
being @ man of strong physique-and

strong determination. The whole party | 


was entirely destitute of elothes and 
all the necessities of life. The failure 
of the United States to ransom them, 
as expected, had so enraged the in- 
surgents that their treatment, which 
for some time had been kind, had 
since become the reverse. The mem- 
bers of the party, however, were not 
discouraged, and fully expected to 
return to their friends. 

“Galza thought that, with proper 
methods employed by the United 
States government, there would be no 
trouble in effecting the speedy re- 
lease of Gilmore and the Yorktown’'s 
men,.”’ 


IOWA REGIMENT. 


Transport Senator Leaves Manile 
for San Francisco. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.| 
NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Manila cablegram says 


| the transport Senator sailed tonight for 


San Francisco with the Iowa volun- 
teers. The regiment now consists of 769 
men and 49 officers. They were under 
fire fifteen times, lost one man killed 
and 36 men and two officers wounded. 
One man was captured by rebels, 10 
died from diseases, 51 were invalided, 
71 men and two officers reéniisted, and 
forty men were discharged here. On the 
morning the regiment left the front, 
only 216 men were fit for duty. 

When the regiment came to the Phil- 
lippines its strength was 1020 men. 
When it arrived at Manila Bay it was 
at once sent to Iloilo without the troops 
being disembarked. It returned Feb- 
ruary 4 without having been ashore at 
Iloilo, and after having been aboard 
ship for ninety-three days, was sent 
to the front immediately. The men 
never saw Manila until they were or- 
dered home. 

Many reports are current that the 
rebels have been successful in securing 
arms. It is said that all rifles, etc., ob- 
tained by the insurgents are landed by 
Japanese filibusters. It is impossible to 
verify the reports. 


CHURCH PROPERTY. 


Gen. Otis Says it is Respected and 
Protected by Troops. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The War 
Department has received the following 
cablegram from Gen. Otis regarding 
the military use of church property 

in the Philippines: 


“Referring to your cablegram of 
September 18, sixteen churches, dif- 
ferent localities, occupied by United 
States troops. Four only partially oc- 
cupied and religious services not in- 
terfered with. Also three convents oc- 
cupied. These three and ten of the 
sixteen churches formerly occupied by 
insurgents. Church property respected 
and protected by our troops.” 

ADMISSION OF CHINESE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The Chi- 
nese Minister called gt the State’ De- 
partment today held a Jong con- 
ference with A Secretary Hill re- 
specting the. iadion to the Philip- 
pines of some Chinese. The case is 
an exceptional one,’and it is said that 
the general question of the validity 
and propriety of Gen. Otis’s extension 
of the Chinese exclusion laws to the 
Philippines was not an issue in the 
conference. 

MAJ. ELLIOTT’S MARINES. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The Navy 
Department today received a cable- 
gram from Admiral Watson, at Manila, 
announcing the arrival of the marines 
under Maj. Elliott. The force will 
proceed at once to police Cavite and 
vicinity. 


JUST ONE GUN, 


And That the Military Authorities 
Would not Bay. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—A_ special 
to the Herald from Washington says 
that word has reached the War De- 
partment showing that Gen. Otis has 
sought to imitate the policy employed 
in Cuba of buying Filipino arms and 
that his efforts have béen unsuccess- 
ful. 

The natives were given to under- 
stand that upon the surrender of a 
gun, the military authorities would pay 
the person surrendering it $40 and guar- 
antee immunity from arrest for prev- 
ious armed opposition to the United 
States and protection for the future. 
Notwithstanding this tempting offer, 
not one bona fide surrender of a gun 
is reported. 

One native, it is said, appeared with 
gun in hand, and the military officers 
began congratulating themselves that 
the end was in sight, and that when 
the rest of Aguinaldo’s troops learned 
of the good treatment given this man 
they would follow his example. A requi- 
sition ‘was made on the treasury for 
$40, but before the money was received, 
investigation uncovered the fact that 
the native was acting as an agent for 
an American soldier who had captured 
the gun in action, and wanted to dis- 
pose of it at government figures to 
the military authorities. 

In view of the disinclination of the 
natives to sell their guns, it is evident 
that the revolution is not se much 
confined to the upper ranks as has been 
believed. Were the soldiers not in sym- 
pathy with their superior officers, it 
is said by army officers that they would 
certainly have surrendered in at last 
small numbers, as they have ample op- 
portunity to reach the American lines 
without detection.

TRANSPORT ZEALANDIA ARRIVES 
FROM MANILA. 


San Franciaco Extends Welcome to 
Returning Soldiers With Shrick- 
ing Whisties and Hooming Can- 
non—Refreshments and Hand- 
shakes from the Home Party. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT | 

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22. — The 
United States transport Zealandia ar- 
rived from Manila via Yokohama to- 
day, having on board six companies 
of the First Montana Volunteers. 

An enthusiastic greeting was ex- 
tended to the returning soldiers, whose 
safe arrival was announced by the 
blowing of steam whistles and the dis- 
charge of cannon. Notification'of the 
Zealandia’s coming was promptly given 
and two tugs went out to greet the 
transport. One tug had on board a 
number of officials of California and 
of San Francisco and members of the 
Reception Committee, reinforced by a 
brass band. The other carried Gov. 
Smith of Montana, United States Sena- 
tor Carter and a party of Montanans, 
who were vociferous in their joy at 
beholding their soldier kith and kin 
once more. 

The Montana party took out to the 
transport 1000 bottles of beer. An 
equal number of sandwiches and about 
a ton of fresh fruit. All was for the 
delectation of their. fellow-citizens, re- 
quired by the regulations to remain 
upon the transport until tomorrow. 
The health of all on board is excel- 
lent, and there was but one death en 
voyage, that of James Ashton, Fourth 
United States Cavalry, who lied on 
September 19 of pleuro-pneumonia. 
Aside from this case, there was no 
sickness on board the transport during 
the trip. 

After the Federal quarantine officer 
had completed his inspection of the 
Zealandia, and had certified to the 
good health of all on the ship, permis- 
sion was given to the Montana Re- 
ception Committee to board the trans- 
port. 

Gov. Smith was the first man over 
the side and he was greeted with 
hearty cheers by the brave soldiers, 
who were the first volunteers to be 
mustered into the service last year. 
The Governor, in a neat little speech, 
welcomed the boys home in the name 
of the people of Montana. He told the 
soldiers how proud of them their peo- 
ple at home were, and then there was 
more cheering, and the band played 
“Home, Sweet oe “A Hot Time” 

er ular tunes. 

“The Yoalandia then raised anchor and 
gtarted toward her dock. The tugs 
fell into line and thus escorted the 
transport moved slowly down the bay 
to the anchorage off the government 
pier amid the blowing of whistles, 
ringing of bells, tooting of horns and 
kindred forms of jubilation.

President Steyn Confers

Free State Raad’s Decision 
Awaited With Interest. 


Cabinet Meeting Develops Nothing 
of Much Importance. 


Boers Waiting for Rain and English 
for Troops—Cape Colony May 
Declare for the Transvaal 
at Last Moment. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PRETORIA, Sept. 22.—{By South Af- 
rican Cable.] President Kruger has been 
in telegraphic conference with Presi- 
dent Steyn this afternoon regarding the 
situation, and the decision of the Raad 
of the Orange Free State is awaited 
with interest. Large mumbers of local 


»>Danes, Germans, Frenchmen, Holland- 


ers and Americans have offered their 
services to Gen. Joubert in the event 
of hostilities. 

The elder burghers stil fail to see 
the grounds of a casus belli, but if 
Chamberlain makes what they would 
characterize as “humiliating demands,” 
such as, for instance, disarmament, 
war would be inevitable. 

A green book has been issued con- 
taining the report of State Attorney 
Smuts to the government on the pour 
parieurs between himself and the Brit- 
ish diplomatic ag®nt, Conyngham 
Greene, leading to the conditional five- 
years’ franchise proposal. 

Smuts asserts that the proposal was 
the result of a private discussion, and 
an arrangement that both govern- 
ments should formally decide about the 
offer and its acceptance before the of+ 
fer should be formally submitted. He 
also contends that the exact draft of 
the offer was wired to the British 
High Commission, Sir Alfred Milner, 
and that the tmperial government sent 
a dispatch to Greene which the iatter 
interpreted as am acceptance of the 
offer. 

Smut says that had the Transvaal 
known any difficulty would be made 
about sovereignty, his government 
would never have made the proposals, 
but would have probably immediately 
accepted the invitation to a joint com- 
mission of inquiry regarding the seven- 
year proposal. He also denies that he 
promised Greene that the new members 
of the Raad would be allowed to speak 
English. All he said on this subject, he 
declares, was that the matter would 
easily settle itself, and he shows that 
in the telegram to Sir Aflred Milner, 
no mention was made of this subject. 

The government denies that State 
Attorney Smuts has informed Conyng- 
ham Greene that further British mob- 
llization will be regarded as an un- 
friendly act. 

F. W. Reitz, the State Secretary, 
Says that when martial law is pro- 
claimed {t will apply to the whole 
country. Reitz has replied to an ap- 
plication made by certain UWitlanders 
to remain in Johannesburg in the 
event of war, that all who desire may 
do so. 

Commander-General Joubert. reply- 
ing to numerous requests. on the part 
of journalists for permission to ac- 
company the commanders, said that 
applications were premature. 

RAAD FAVORED FRANCHISE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, Sept. 23.—The Pretoria 

correspondent of the Daily Chronicle 
says: “I am positively informed that 
when the Raad discussed the last dis- 
patch a majority favored the five-year 
franchise. Sir Alfred Milner’s fresh 
demands had an electric effect on the 
Raad, however, even those who favored 
the WUitlanders directing President 
Kruger to take his present course.” 


STRONG CABINET MESSAGE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
LONDON, Sept. 23.—The govern- 

ment, it is understood, cabled Sir Al- 
fred Milner, British High Commis- 
sioner for South Africa, yesterday 
(Friday.) a message in accordance 
with the Cabinet's decision, as oute 
lined in the Pall Mal! Gazette and al- 
ready cabled to the Associated Press. 
It is said that the message also pro- 
tests strongly against the accusation 
of bad faith on the part of Conyng- 
ham Greene.

Could not Celebrate Dewey’s Tri- 
umphre—Would Antagonize Spain. 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REVORT.}] 

TORONTO (Can.,) Sept. 22.—Gold- 
win Smith, writing in a local paper. 
says: 

“Nothing could show the extent to 
which the head of Columbia has been 
turned by the war more than her 
adoration of the hero Dewey. What 
did the hero Dewey and his comrades 
do? They sat in almost perfect safety 
and destroyed at long range a line of 
helpless tubs, with some hundreds of 
poor Spaniards who manned them, 
and who alone had any opportunity 
of showing heroism on the occasion. 
So perfectly secure did the Americans 
feel that they adjourned to breakfast 
in the middle of their sport. 

“There was among them a single 
casualty and had they all gone tiger- 
hunting, one casualty at least prob- 
ably would have occurred. For this, 
however, Dewey is declared to be the 
equal of the great seaman who con- 
quered on the terrible days of Abou- 
kir,, Copenhagen, Trafalgar. If he 
were so inclined he might probably 
be elected President of the United 
States. 

“Canada cannot possibly take part 
in the celebration of Dewey’s triumphs 
without an evident breach of courtesy 
toward Spain, a friendly nation, which 
has done Canada no wrong. Spain, 
let it be remembered, though deprived 
of her possessions in this hemisphere, 
is still a Mediterranean power, de- 
cayed at present, but capable of 
restoration.

tion from Prof. Edward W. Bemis to 
establish a bureau in New York for the 
collection of statistical information on 
municipal monopolies.

ROOT’S INVESTIGATION, 


He Believes Gen. Ot!s is the 
for the Place. 
DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept 22.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A high official of the War 
Department made statements today 
calculated to remove any doubts in 
regard to the attitude of the adminis- 
tration toward Gen. Otis and the out- 
look for peace in the islands. Gen. 
Otis, he declared, has the fullest con- 
fidence of the administration, and there 
is no thought of superseding him fn 
command of the Philippine army. The 
statement was made that when Sec- 
retary Root entered upon his office, he 
shared the opinion that had been ex- 
pressed by some newspapers and indi- 
viduals, to the effect that Gen. Otis 
was hardly the officer for the place, 
and that the Secretary believed a 
change would probably soon have to 
be made. 

Secretary Root set to work  inde- 
pendently to read all reports sent to 
the War Department by Gen. Otis, 
and he soon came to the conclusion 


that the general had a strong and in- 


telligent grasp of the situation, and 
that he had done the best that could 
be done under the circumstances. He 
believed it was largely due to the direct 
efforts of Gen. Otis, exerted with great- 
est prudence and tact, that the army 
was not reduced at one time last sum- 
mer, to about 4200 men, a force s0 
small that the American position be- 
fore the insurgents in various parts 
of the Island of Luzon would have be- 
come threatening or worse. 

The Secretary appreciated the fact 
that Gen. Otis accomplished this by 
persuading the volunteer regiments to 
remain, contentedly in the service un- 
til the regular and other troops from 


the United States could be started toy 


take their place. Secretary Root’s 
conviction regarding Gen. Otis’s per- 
manent fitness for his position was fur- 
ther strengthened by confidential re- 
ports received from Gens. Schwan and 
Young, who had carefully studied the 
situation at first hand. 

The official said further that the ad- 
ministration had the greatest confi- 
dence for the future. He said it was 
the belief of the President and Secre- 
tary of War, that a single battle with 
any considerable force of insurgents in 
a favorable situation would bring the 
rebellion to a close almost as promptly 
as it broke out. A great decisive blow, 
he said, would probably not be struck 
until all troops destined for the Philip- 
pines should reach the islands. 

As soon as the winter campaign 
opens, fightin will be carried on along 
the different lines, and no mercy will 
be shown the insurgents, except such 
as is demanded by the rules of eivil- 
ized warfare. Under this policy, here- 
tofore untried in the Philippine cam- 
paign, the insurgent movement would 
be brought to such a close as would 
be satisfactory to the great majority 
of the American people. 


ATKINSON’S PRESUMPTION. 


Throws Down the Gauntlet to the 
Postmaster-General. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
BOSTON, Sept. 22.—The Post to- 
morrow will say: “Edward Atkinson 
is out with another numberof his 
Anti-Imperialist, in which he pub- 
lishes a long array of facts, statistics 
and testimony of soldiers returning 
from the Philippines. He also makes 
numerous comments on the question 
of imperialism generally, and thiows 
down the gauntlet to Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Smith, in a more forcible manner 

ever.” 
Post quotes verbatim Atkinson's 
letter to the Postmaster-General under 
date of September 11, in which the 
writer expresses intention of sending 
copies of the magazine to the Philip- 
pines, and informing him that if he 
(the Postmaster-General,) intends to 
induce a postmaster to violate’ the 
United States mail, “I suggest that the 
order be given to the postmaster in 
Boston, to the end that I may notify 
him of the day and hour on which these 
documents will be mailed, so that if 
there is any interference with my per- 
sonal rights. I may take suitable meas- 
ures to enforce them.” 
Atkinson asks for a reply by the 
16th, that he may include it in the edi- 
tion. 


CLASHES IN CUBA, 


Spaniards Feel Themselves Abused 
by the Islanders. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
HAVANA, Sept. 22.—[By West In- 
dian Cable.] A Spaniafd who went to 
a wharf to see his family off today, 
took a fan of Spanish colors from his 
pocket, waved it and gave » cheer for 
Spain. A smal! crowd collected, and a 
policeman clubbed the man, injuring 

him seriously. 

The Union Espafiola says the people 
who tried to lynch some Spaniards at 
Regia ought to have been punished 
by order of the Cuban authorities, ad- 
ding that the latter's lack of initia- 
tive has made it mecessary for Gen. 
Ludlow to order the arrest of the of- 
fenders. 

The Diario de la Marina 
Sefior Sagrario, Spanish Consul-Gen- 
eral at Havana, tu deciare 
wishing for harmony between the Cu- 
bans and Spaniards, he does not intend 
to obtain harmony by “‘abondoning 
helpless Spaniards to the outrages of 
the Cubans.” 

The Cuban papers are trying to 
prove that the Consul-General is out 
of harmony with the Spanish Club, and 
the Consul-General denies many of! the 
statements made about him in the Cu-

ban papers. He is also charged with 
ingratiating himself with the Cubans. 
The Diario de la Marina thinks that 
the Madrid govérnment should con- 
sider the Spaniards in Cuba to he more 
loyal to it than to Cuba. 


SPAIN RESPONSIBLE. 


Cuban Bonds Must Be Redeemed by 
Her if at All. 
[A. EARLY MORNING RNEVORT.1 

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says that 
holders of Cuban bonds may as well 
make up their minds to pocket their 
losses if they depend upon the United 
States to pay the obligations out ‘of 
the Cuban revenues. Repudiation by 
Spain of these bonds will probably 
cause the bondholders to turn to this 
country for redress, but it can be 
stated authoritatively that the admin- 


ee considers Spain alone respon- 
sible. 


As far as this country is concerned, 


.the cuestion of the Cuban bonds was 
} settled at Paris by the American com- 


missioners, who emphatically refused 
to admit the claim set up by Spain that 
Cuba was responsible for the debt in- 
curred for the “good administration” of 
that island. At that time the Spanish 
commissioners argued that “it would 
be contrary to the most elementary 
notions of justice and inconsistent with 
the dictates of the universial conscience 
of mankind for a sovereign to lose all 
its rights over a territory and the in- 
habitants thereof and despite this, to 
continue bound by the obligation she 
had contracted exclusively for their 
régime and government.” They further 
declared that the Spanish-American 
republics without exception after Spain 
had relinquished sovereignty over them 
recognized and assumed as their own 
debts which had been contracted by 
the Spanish government. 

The American commissioners flatly 
refused to entertain the proposition 
that provision be made in the treaty 
for Cuba to assume the debt incurred 
by the mother country for the purpose 
of waging war against the inhabitants 
of the island. In an extensive review 
of the Spanish bond issues it was 
shown that bonds aggregating $331,000,- 
000 were issued and attributed to the 
“Cuban debt.” The American com- 
missioners then repudiated responsi- 
oo for the payment of the debt in 
these words: 

“From no point of view can the debts 
described be considered as the local 
debts of Cuba, or as debts incurred 
for the benefit of Cuba. In no sense 
are they obligations properly charge- 
able to that island. They are debts 
created by the government of Spain 
for its own purposes, and through its 
own agents, in whose creation Cuba 
had no voice. From the moral point of 
view the proposal to impose them upon 
Cuba is equally untenable. If, as is 
sometimes asserted, the struggles for 
Cuban indenendence have been carried 
on and supported by a minority of the 
people of the island, to impose upon 
the inhabitants as a whole the cost of 
suppressing the insurrections would be 
to punish the many for the deeds of 
the few. If, on the.other hand, these 
struggles have, as the American com- 
missioners maintain, represented the 
hones. and aspirations of the body of 
the Cuban people, to crush the inhab- 
itants by a burden created by Spain in 
the effort to oppose their independence 
would be even more unjust. 

“The suggestion that their govern- 
ment should assume, either for itself 
or for Cuba or Porto Rico, the burden 
of the charges and obligations now in 
question, was not put forward during 
the negotiations that resulted in the 
conclusion of that convention, nor if 
it had been so put forward would it 
have been for a moment entertained 
by the United States.” 


CABINET ECHOES. 


CHINESE EXCLUSION. DISCUSSED 
AT LENGTH YESTERDAY. 


Gen. Otis Asked for Definite Infor- 
mation as to What Has Been 
Done in the Philippines—Adop- 
tion of a More Elastic Policy 
Taliked Of. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—At_ the 
Cabinet meeting today the subject of 
Chinese exclusion in the Philippines 
was discussed at some length. It was 
proposed to ask Gen. Otis for definite 
information as to what had been done, 
and especially in regard to a particular 
complaint from the Chinese Minister 
that one shipload of Chinese had been 
stopped. Gen. Otis will be asked to 
give reasons why this action was 
taken. First Assistant Secretary Hill 
of the State Department was present at 
the session on account of the Chinese 
exclusion topic. 

The telegram from Gen. Otis relat- 
ing to the occupation of churches by 
United States troops in the Philippines 
was read and discussed. No orders 
will be sent to Gen. Otis on this subject, 
as it is regarded as a part of warfare 
to occupy the churches. 

The subject of postal matters in Cuba 
and Porto Rico was considered, and it 
was decided to reduce the rate in Porto 
Rico from 5 cents to 2 cents, allowing 
the same regulations to prevail as in 
Cuba. 

Senator Davis, chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, was also 
present at the time, and was a partici- 
pant in the discussion, giving the de- 
partment the benefit of his views on the 
attitude that would be assumed by his 
committee, and perhaps by Congress, 
on such questions as that presented. 
There is some question of the adoption 
of a more elastic policy in the matter 
of Chinese exclusion, which will be sug- 
gested to Gen. Otis, but nothing has yet 
been done in that direction. 


ODD FELLOWS. 


Business of the Grand Lodge Will 
Se Finished Today. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
DETROIT, Sept. 22.—Many of the vis- 
iting Odd Fellows left today. The busi- 
ness of the Sovereign Grand Lodge will 
be completed tomorrow. This body by 
a vote taken today refused to abolish 
the old uniform of the Royal Purple 
degree. Patriarchs Militant had 
strongly urged doing away with the

The trial was in sending 
the boat over a mile course, sub- 
merged, at the end of which it came 
to the surface and the torpedo was 
discharged from the tube. 

The run under the water was in 
about ten minutes, and the torpedo was 
successfully discharged from the tube, 
but owing to what is thought to have 
been a disarrangement ‘of some of the 
mechanism, the torpedo, instead of 
taking a straight course, took a down- 
ward turn, and the volume of muddy 
water sent up showed that it struck the 
bottom about fifty feet from the bow of 
the boat.

Ex-Senator White has been in fail- 
ing health for a long time past, and 
has been subject to recurrent attacks 
of weakness, which have heretofore 
been overcome by a little careful nurs- 
ing and plenty of rest. Three days ago 
he had an attack which was thought 
at the time to be nothing out of the 
ordinary and which, it was supposed, 
would prove as y,of treatment as 
had the others. e was taken to his 
room and put to bed, and his physician 
Was at once summoned. But his con- 
dition, instead of improving, grew 
steadily worse, and he now lies in a 
state which, to say the least, is exceed- 
ingly precarious.

veloped pulmonary symptoms, and 
shortly before noon he was attacked 
with a severe hemorrhage, from which 
he recovered, though considerably 
weakened. Dr. McMonagle refuses ab- 
solutely to discuss his patient’s case, 
but it is known from other sources that 
he is confident of eventually pulling the 
ex-Senator through. 

APPREHENSIONS FELT.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Ex-United States 
Senator Stephen M. White lies seri- 
ously ill at the Palace Hotel and, 
owing to his enfeebled condition, 
grave apprehensions are felt by his 
friends. The ex-Senator has been ail- 
ing for some time, but not until re- 
cently was there any cause for alarm. 
This morning, however, he took a turn 
for the worse, and for a time his condi- 
tion was considered critical.

Though the ex-Senator’s iliness is 
serious, the attendants believe that 
he will recover if he continues to im- 
prove as he did during the afternoon.

No Work Being Done on Transports 
at San Francisco,

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 22.—The 


moilermakers at a meeting held here 
today demanded an eight-hour work- 
ing day for all work on transports, 
whether paid by the owners or the 
government, and in the same resolu- 
tion they expressed their willingness 
to work nine hours on all merchant 
ships. 

The conference lasted over two hours 
and then a committee was sent out to 
inform the managers of the various 
iron works that there would be no 
change in mercantile marine work. The 
men agree to work nine hours for ten 
hours’ pay on outside work and for the 
usual scale on ship work.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—The Journal 
and Advertiser prints a dispatch from 
Paris giving the full text of Emile 
Zola’s letter to Mme. Dreyfus, as fol- 
lows: 

“Dear Madame—Your husband and 
those who defended him have been 
exposed to the vilest insults and even 
to bodily injury. For my part there 
are-organs belong to the ‘gutter press’ 
and men so tainted with moral dirt, 
that I have struck them from my life. 
from my memory. For me they are 
no more. I have driven thém com- 
pletely from my thoughts as if I 
had never already swallowed them. 

“It is such forgetfulness of atrocious 
insults that I recommend to the in- 
nocent man who has suffered the 
wrongs. He is so much apart, so far 
above them all, that they should not 
be able to reach him. May he come 
to life again under your care, and un- 
der the clear sunshine of universal 
sympathy shown for him. 

“Peace be to the martyr who has 
such need of repose, and around him, 
in retreat, may there be nothing but 
love and caresses. As for us, madame, 
we shall continue to fight. We shall 
tomorrow go on with the struggle for 
justice just as sternly as we pursued 
it yesterday. We shall exact re- 
habilitation of the innocent man less 
for the sake of him, who has already 
so much glory than for France, which 
would assuredly be killed by this ex- 
cess of infamy. 

“Our task will be the regeneration 
of France in the eyes of the universe, 
which will take place when the in- 
famous judgment has been quashed. 
A great country cannot live without 
justice, and ours will remain in 
mourning just as long as the stain of 
insult is leveled at the highest juris- 
diction and the violation of the most 
primitive rights shall remain. 

“The social fabric crumbles when 
the guarantee of law no longer ex- 
ists, and there is in this violation of 
right, such an element of insolence 
and bravado, so impudent that we 
cannot ignore it. We cannot bury a 
body secretly without showing our 
shame to our neighbors. The whole 
world has seen and heard, and it is 
before the whole world repara- 
tion should take place. To desire a 
France without honor is criminal. 

“Without doubt foreigners will come 
to our exhibition. They will overfiow 
Paris, just as numbers are attracted 
to a fair by the sound. of music and 
flare of lamps; but should that satisfy 
our pride, should we not value esteem 
as highly as the money of the outside 
world? We shall exhibit our science, 
our art and our industry. 

“Should we dare to exhibit our jus- 
tice, one can imagine Devil's Island re- 
constructed and exhibited. For me the 
shame of it is intolerable. I don't 
think the exhibition can be opened un- 
less France takes her rank again 
among the nations. When honor has 
been restored formally to the con- 
demned man, honor will be restored to 
France—not before. 

“Allow me to say in _ conclusion, 
madame, that you may depend on 
those who have restored to your hus- 
band his freedom, to restore to him 
his honor. Not one of us will give up 
the fight. We know well that we fight 
for justice and for our country. The 
splendid brother of the condemned 
man will again set the example of cour- 
age, wisdom and justice. We have no# 
been able all at once to restore your 
husband to you, freed from lying accu- 
sations. We ask yet a little patience, 
trusting that your children will not be 
much older before their name shall be 
legally purged of all blemish. 

“Poor children—I see them again in 
the arms of their father. I know with 
what jealous care, by what miracle of 
delicacy, you have kept them in com- 
plete ignorance. They believed their 
father away on a journey, and when 
they became inquisitive at long ab- 
sence, what could you tell them when 
his innocence was as yet only believed 
in by-one or two? Your heart must 
have broken. 

“But in these last few weeks, when 
his innocence was palpable to all, I 
could have wished that you had taken 
your two children by the hand and 
conducted them to the prison in 
Rennes, that they might have had for- 
ever in their minds the picture of their 
father’s heroism. You could have told 
them all that he had unjustly suffered, 
what moral grandeur was his, with 
what tenderness they should love him, 
in order to make him forget iniquitous 
men with their little souls. 

“They would have been benefited bv 
this demonstration of manly virtue. It 
{is now too late. Some evening, under 
the lamp, and in the peace of familv. 
their father can take them up on his 
knees and tell them the tragic historv. 
Tt is necessary that they should know. 
in order that they may respect and 
adore him es he deserves. When ne 
has spoken they wil! know that there 
is not in the world a ereater hero-mar- 
tvr whose sufferine has nrofaundiv 
touched men’s hearte Thev wil! he 
prond of him. and hear hic name 
with glory as the name of a verw hrave 
man. who has borre hi~meelf enhifmely 
under the most friehtfyl sufferines 
which fraud and cowardice could tin- 
flict

This was applauded, and 
greeted with cries of “Throw him out!” 
and “Kick Simpson, off the platform!”’ 

Men and woren arose and hissed 


Simpson, and the men kept .crying 


“Put him out!” 

Simpson appealed to the crowd to 
sit down. 

“Il am coming to my peroration,” he 
said, although he had been speaking 
only fifteen minutes. Cries came ‘“‘Take 
your peroration to Aguinaldo!”’ 

Simpson attempted to go on, but no 
one could hear him ten feet away. The 
band struck up “The Star Spangled 
Banner,” and Simpson left the plat- 
form. His retirement was greeted with 
prolonged cheers. 


PROSPERITY AND TRUSTS. 


Foraker Thinks They are Better 
Than Free Trade and Want. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
HAMILTON (O.,) Sept. 22.—Senator 
J. B. Foraker today delivered an ad- 
dress here at the emancipation cele- 
bration on the Butler county fair 

grounds. He said in part: 

“We hear it said that the tariff is 
the mother of trusts and that they 
are the cause of all sorts of evils. We 
do have trusts, and some of them are 
as bad as they are represented, but 
they are not the product of the tariff 
and if they were, the tariff, with its 
attendant prosperity and trusts, is 
better than free trade and idleness, 
ruin, want, hunger, souphouses and 
rags. | 
“That the tariff is not responsible 
for trusts is shown by the fact that 
while they have free trade in England, 
yet they also have more trusts in that 
country tharfin any other. They had 
their origin there and there they have 
had their most complete development. 

“But we should distinguish. Not all 
combinations of capital and business 
are trusts; not all of them have illegi- 
timate purposes, and not all are at- 
tended with disadvantageous conse- 
quences. On the contrary, the great 
majority of business combinations are 
legitimate and beneficial. 

“These consolidations mean loss of 
positions and loss of employment to 
set classes and some individuals. So 
did the introduction of the sewing ma- 
chine and other labor-saving devices 
that have been invented; but the fact 
remains that but for these consolida- 
tions, thousands would lose occupa- 
tions who are now employed in produc- 
ing the surplus marfufactures for which 
we find markets outside our own coun- 
try. But for the advantages we ac- 
quire by these consolidations of capi- 
tal and industry, we could not be sup- 
plying, as we are today, locomotives 
to the railroads of England or build- 
ing bridges in the Soudan for the 
British army, in successful competition 
with the  bridge-builders of Great 
Britain. We could not be sending our 
myriads of products to South Africa, 
China, Japan and Australia. 

“Five or six hundred millions of peo- 
ple in China are just now being intro- 
duced to our civilization. In the near 
future, they will make heavy demands 
on the rest of the world. Russia, 
France, Germany and England are 
striving for their share of this trade, 
and we owe it to the shops and farmers 
of this country to secure our fair share 
also. To neglect our opportunities 
would be stupid folly. 

“Considerations of this character 
must not be overlooked when we con- 
sider the acquisition of the Philippines. 
The wisdom of that acquisition will be 
in due time demonstrated just as in 
any other case of annexation of terri- 
tory. It is true these islands are far 
distant from us, but they are near by 
the great markets we must enter. It 
is true that we paid Spain $20,000,000 on 
account of them, when we might have 
taken them by force, but that was only 
to reimburse her for money actually 
expended for the improvement of har- 
bors and construction of public build- 
ings and other improvements which it 
would have been ungenerous, to.say 
the least, for us to have deprived her of 
in her hour of helpless humiliation. 

“It is true that these islands are in- 
habited by a heterogeneous population, 
speaking many different languages, 
and possessing varvinge degrees of ca- 
pacity and possibility for civiljzed gov- 
ernment, and that all, good and bad, 
are, according to the terms of the 
treaty, to pass under our jurisdiction, 
but it is not true that by their mere 
annexation they are to become citizens 
of. the United States, participating in 
our government and competing with 
our labor. 

“On the contrary, it is expressly pro- 
vided in the treaty that the civil and 
political status of the inhabitants shall 
be determined by Congress, and this 
provision of the treaty is as much the 


supreme law of the United States as / 


though it were set forth in the Consti- 
tution itself, for by the Constitution it 
is expressly provided that, not the Con- 
stitution alone shall be the supreme 
Jaw of the land. but that the Consti- 
tution and the law enacted in pursu- 
ance of the Constitution and all treat- 
ies, made or to be made, not under 
the Constitution, but under the author- 
ity of the United States, shall be the 
supreme law of the land. 

“An unhappy war is now in progress. 
It is casting us many lives and many 
millions. but President McKinley has 
announced that he has no purpose in 
prosecuting it except only to restore or- 
der and prepare the way for the estab- 
lishment in due time of such civil guov- 
ernment as Congress mav provide 
When Congress convenes all can he 
heard, and IT have no doubt but that 
wise and just results will be reached. 
In the mean time. so long as the war 
continues, there can be but two sides 
to it. onlv one is the American 
side. Where our flag and our soldiers

during the fire, 


are, there must stand the whole Amer- 
ican people. 

“When the end of the strife comes, 
if it is not sooner, it will be made man- 
ifest that our purposes are altogether 
beneficent. We do not want to oppress 
anybody, or deprive anybody of self- 
government who is capable of it. On 
the contrary, to the fullest extent con- 
sistent with the maintenance of law 
and order and the discharge of our in- 
ternational obligations and as yaplidly 
as possible, the Tagalos and Vicolls, 
the Visayas, the Moros, the Begrites 
and all the peoples and tribes of that 
archipelago will be advanced in the 
enjoyment of freedom, liberty, inde- 
pendence and self-government under 
the protection of the American flag.”

JUDGE ALFRED 8. HARTWELL 
COMING TO WASHINGTON. 


President McKinley Approves the 
Appointment, Although His Post 
Will Re Unofficial—Hard Lot of 
Emigrants Landed at Honolalua. 
Labor Contracts Will not Hold, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

HONOLULU, Sept. 15.—{Wired from 
San Francisco, Sept. 22.] Judge A'fred 
S. Hartwell has been chosen by the 
government to represent the Territory 
of Hawaii unofficially in Washington 
during the coming Congress. The ap- 
pointee will leave for his post in time 
for the opening of Congress in Decem- 
ber. 

President Dole stated that the action 
of the Hawaiian government in send- 
ing a representative to Washington 
was not only with the knowledge, but 
with the hearty approval of President 
McKinley. 

The British tramp steamer Victoria, 
whose cargo of emigrants for this port 
has been the subject of a good deal of 
international diplomatic discussion, ar- 
rived here on the 13th inst. Instead of 
nearly six hundred Portuguese and 
Spanish emigrants, who had signed to 
a passage on her, she brings only 


Before the Victoria left Madeira, 
United States Consul Jones took occa- 
sion to notify the men and women who 
had signed to leave their native land 
for the sugar plantations of Hawaii 
that the islands had been annexed to 
the United States, and that the labor 
contracts they had made would not 
hold. The prospective emigrants were 
informed that they would be landed 
at Honolulu, and would have to take 
their chances of getting work aftér 
they arrived. Two hundred of the men 
and women who had shipped then de- 
serted the vessel. 

“They are the hardest lot ever landed 
here,”’ is the opinion of one official, and 
they are classed as inferior to both 
the Chinese and Japanese, who come 
here under labor contracts. 

The ship Fong Suey, Capt. Willat, 
arrived September 12 from New York 
with a cargo of general merchandise. 
The German ship Marie Hackfeld, 
which arrived the same day, made the 
trip from Hamburg, Germany, to this 
port in 106 days, breaking all records. 

OUT OF GEAR. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—George D. 
Gear, an attorney of Honolulu, called 
at the State Department today, to pre- 
sent a statement relative to the {fll- 
treatment of coolie laborers in the Ha- 
waiian Islands. He asserts that the 
Supreme Court of Hawaii, by its rul- 
ings, is sustaining a system of slavery 
of the worst kind in the islands, tn 
violation of the Constitution of the 
United States, and he asks that the 
Attorney-General be requested to de- 
clare whether or not the Constitution 
does cover the islands. 


BARBERS LICENSED. 


New Michigrsn Law (for Razore 
wielders Goes into Effect. 
fA. FARLY MORNING REPORT. | 

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Lansing, Mich., 
says the new law providing for the 
licensing of barbers in all towns in 
Michigan of over 10,000 inhabitants 
goes into effect today. The new com- 
mission has already been organized, 
and is ready to proceed to business. 
The law provides that all barbers now 
engaged in the business shall be en- 
titled to license upon making applica- 
tion to the commission, and paying a 
fee of $1. 

Hereafter, however, all persons who 
desire to engage in the business must 
pass a satisfactory examination before 
the State Commission as to their pro- 
ficiency as to the use of the razor, ag 
well as of disinfecting tools, so as to 
prevent disease from being spread. 


STRIKERS AT CRAMPS’. 


Blacksmiths and Helpers Cause 
Suspension of Their Work.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 22.—The 
strikers at Cramps’ were joined today 
by the blacksmiths and their helpers, 
who have been at work at the dry 
docks.

SUDDEN DEATH. 


Mrs. Hamilton Expires While Con« 
sulting a Physician. 

Mrs. Hamilton, about 55 years old, 
died suddenly of heart disease yester- 
day while consulting a physician.

DIED ON A TRAIN.

ELKS IN COLLISION. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC TRAINS CRASH 
NEAR SANTA MONICA, 


Engineer Frank Caldwell

Two trains collided on the Southern 
Pacific near Santa Monica yesterday 
afternoon. Engineer Frank Caldwell 
had a leg broken and some of the 
Elks, who were on the trains, were 
painfully bruised. 

The accident occurred about three- 
quarters of a mile eastward from the 
Santa Monica station. A special train 
of three coaches carrying the Elks 
crashed into a switching train, which 
was backing away from it. The 
switching train had two box cars 
ahead of the locomotive and six mis- 
cellaneous freight cars back of it. 
By rare good luck the two box cars 
in front of the switch engine kept the 
locomotives apart, and, serving as a 


case where a special is sent out ike 
the one yesterday to inform switching 
crews of the fact. Engineer Caldwell, 
when seen after the accident, was not 
in condition to taik of his part tn the 
matter. Caldwell lives at 12301 North 
Main street. 

‘The theory of the railroad ia that a 
yard engine is to look out for her own 
movements and see that the track is 
clear before she moves in either diree- 
tion. This is all simple enough tn the 
case of regular trains whose hours of 
arrival and departure are well known, 
But in the case of a special, the ques- 
tion of responsibility turns to a con- 
siderable extent upon whether or not 
those in charge of the switch engine 
know of a special being due at or near 
the time of the accident. 

The general superintendent was not 
in the city, and his assistant refused 
point blank to say anything about the 
matter. He declined even to say 
whether or not the switch engineer had 
been warned that the special was on 
the way down. The yardmaster af 
Santa Monica had no notice that a 
special had left Los Angeles. 

The orders issued to the engineer for 
the special run to Santa Monica may 
have an important bearing on the ques- 
tion of responsibility. If the orders 
were ao worded that the engineer might 
understand from them that he had 
right-of-way and a clear track, it would 
give the case a somewhat different ap- 


sort of cushion, very much reduced 
the shock. | 

It appears that the engineer of the|

till he was almost upon it. The spe- 
cial, which had left this city at about 
2 p.m., was running at a high rate of 
speed.

In the coaches the Elks were enjoy- 
ing themselves with beer and badinage 
when the shock came, virtually with- 
out warning. The locomotive of the 
special struck the front car, breaking 
a@ great hole through the end of the 
car, and smashing the pilot from the 
engine. The locomotive was otherwise 
much damaged. Its machinery was 
twisted and broken, and the tank of 
the tender was loosened from its 
fastenings and thrust against the cab. 


The front coach came against the 
tender so forcibly as to crush the 
front platform. 

Meantime the switch engine had 


telescoped the freight car in front of 
it, and the boiler of the engine had 
penetrated half the length of the 
car. The smokestack and many of 
the other fixtures were crushed and 
broken off. The roof of the car lay 
at.a steep pitch over the boiler of the 
locomotive. The tender of the switch 
engine parted its couplings, apparently 
by the force of the rebound, and with 
the six cars behind it ran two or 
three hundred feet toward Santa 
Monica. The telescoped freight car 
caught fire from the locomotive. The 
flames were quenched with consider- 
able difficulty, there being no water 
readily available. 

When the crash came the Elks were 
thrown promiscuously. William Den- 
ery turned a complete back somer- 
sault. Guy Barham was sitting on 
the front seat of the front coach, and 
the crushing of the platform brought 
the tender of the locomotive’ within 
three feet of him, but he escaped with 
only a little lacerated cuticle. Street 
Superintendent John H. Drain was 
standing in the aisle of the rear 


coach. He was thrown forward vio- 
lently, and he slid nearly twenty 
feet. He did not for a few minutes 


realize what had happened. His right 
arm and his left knee were severely 
bruised. William Barrett of San 
Francisco had a lip cut. Robert Green 
was cut on the head. Joseph Desmond 
was cut on the lips. Fireman Horrell 
of the special had escaped by jump- 


ing. 

Caldwell was picked up 
and carried to Santa Monica. It was 
found that he was much bruised, and 
that his left ankle was broken. Tem- 
porary medical treatment was given by 
Dr. Huff of Corona. The Elks walked 
to Santa Monica. The work of clear- 
ing away the wreck was pressed vig- 
orously, and the track was free from 
obstruction within a few hours. 
locomotive of the special was No. 
and that of the switch engine 
1052. Engineer Charlies Morgan 
Fireman Fred Bassett were on 
switch engine. 

When the Elks poured out of the 
coaches to view the wreck, Chairman 
Vetter of the Reception Committee 
cheerily said to the San Diegans: “We 
promised to entertain you with the best 
we have, and we are doing it. The 
railroad always stands in to give 
visitors a good time.” 

The San Diegans said: “This is pretty - 
lively. Wonder what they'll give us 
next.” ° 

In the city news of the accident was 
on the street soon after it took place. 
But at the operating department of 
the railroad in the Arcade Depot at 
nearly 4 o'clock it was said that noth- 
ing was known excepting what was in 
the evening papers. 

As soon as rumors of the wreck were 
circulated in the city the operating de- 
partment sent a message by wire to 
Santa Monica asking for details of the 
collision. As late as 8 o'clock it was 
reported no response had been received 
there. The officials were still in ig- 
norance of all excepting the bare fact 
that a collision had taken place. 

It will probably require further in- 
vestigation to determine where lies the 
blame for the accident. The location 


of the road is that a train passing 
through the yard must be kept under 
control so that it may be quickly 
stopped if it be seen that the main 
line is blocked. It appears that the 
crew of the switching train was not 
notified of the coming of the special.

Potent of Ward-heelers# 
and the Push Element in the Se- 
lection of Members of the County. 
Board of Education. 


Luther G. Brown, the chairman of€ } 
the County Board of Education, stated . 
last Thursday that the board would 
continue the investigation of examina- 
tion papers until through, regardless 
of criticism, and then report to the 
proper authorities, and that “the rest 
could go to hell.” But he did not 
state whom he considered the proper 
authorities. “The rest” means the pub- 
lic and all who are interested in school 


affairs. 

Considering the manner in which Mrs 7 
Brown obtained his present position om 
the board, it may be possible that he 
thinks Johnny Vaughn and other mem- 
bers of the original Hervey Lindley 
political push are the “proper authori- 
ties.” At least that is the source from 
which Mr. Brown ts accredited with ~ 
having drawn the political influemes 
that helped him into a seat on the 
school board. 

After the close of the last campaign, 
when the time arrived for the appoint- 
ment of two members of the County 
Board of Education, it became neces- 
sary to fo a combination among the 
County Supervisors in order to controf 
these appointments. This combination 
was apparently made by bringing Su- 
pervisors Field, Langdon and Wirsch- 
ing together. Just what part the push 
element, with which Mr. Brown is af- 
filiated, played in the arrangement 
would be difficult to say, Dut it is cer- 
tain that their whole influence wags 
brought to bear on the matter. 

Supervisor Field is said to have been 
indebted to Brown for work he did 
with the ward-heelers during the cam- ~ 
paign, and Supervisor Wirsching in 
turn is said to have been under oblii- 
gation to Field. Longden, the third 
member necessary to the combination 
was easily drawn in on a reciprocity 
basis, since he was urging the claim 
of his relative, W. H. Wright, for the 
other vacant seat on the Board of Edu- 
cation. With three out of five Super- 
visors in the combination, the election 
of Brown and Wright was an easy 
matter. 

When the County School Board was 
organized, after the appointment of 
Messrs. Brown and Wright, Mr. Brown 
immediately set about to gain control 
of the organization. There are four 
members of the board, the other two 
being Dr. Pallette and J. J. Morgan, 
Dr. Pallette’s term expires next year, 
and he expects to be a candidate for re- 
appointment. Mr. Brown, knowing this 
fact, did not attempt to conceal the 
influence he had with the Supervisors 
who will control the appointment of 
Dr. Pallette’s successor, and Dr. Pal- 
lette promptly acknowledged his ap- 
preciation of the situation by throwing 
his influence with Brown and Wright 
whenever matters came up on which 
the opinion of the board was divided, 
In this way a “solid three” was formed 
which, as Mr. Brown says, will con- 
tinue its course regardless of criticism, 
and when through will report to the 
“proper authorities.” 

An interesting side light is throwm 
upon Mr. Brown's political affiliations 
through an incident which occurred @ 
short time ago, when the push element 
attempted to gain control of certain 
appointments within the province of the- 
City Board of Education. The same 
crowd who assisted Brown also worked 
for William H. Stearns, who was elect- 
ed a member of the city board from th 
Fighth Ward. Stearns is a young med- 
ical student, and shortly after his elec- 
tion, being desirous of obtaining aml 
appointment to the County Hospital ag 
intern, he is said to have made a deal 
with Supervisor Field by which he wag 
to receive that appointment in return 
for placing certain of the  latter’s 
friends in positions in the school de- 
partment. Mr. Field carried out his 
part of the agreement, but Stearns wag 
never able to fulfill his end of the cone 
tract on account of the opposition he 
met from other members of the board. 

One of Stearns’s first acts was to at- 
tempt to displace Mrs. Smith, the prin- 
cipal of the Amelia-street school, whose 
place he desired to fill by a teacher 
who was supported by the Field ele« 
ment. His charges against Mrs. Smith 
were so filmsy that the clumsy scheme 
was readily seen through by the board, 
and the attempt to turn the Bighth 
Ward school district into a political 
machine was stamped out. 

Stearns had a notion that he would 
be permitted to name all of the eme- 
ployés of the school department in bis 
ward, and he promised janitorships te * 
many of the Eighth Ward statesmen, 
but he was made to understand that 
the Webb system of running the school@ 
had been abolished, and his heelers 
had to go without jobs. 

The election of Stearns, the appoints 
ment of Brown and the onslaught 
upon the county teachers, are all moves 
in a scheme to make the school system 
part of a political machine to be coms 
trolled by the débris of the old Lindle# 
gang. The appointment of Brown was 
opposed by those who knew his political 
affiliations and his record, but it wale 
engineered by a gang of manipulators 
and was put through as a trade anm@ 
political deal. 

Mr. Brown thinks he is in the saddiaj 
and the parents of children who st 
tend the public schools can all “go @@% 
hell.”’

| and whether there are any geological 
{indications that are favorable to the, 
§ location of wells, adding that some peo- 
ple have sunk to a depth of 200 feet in 
the foothill section of Orange county, 
mear Santa Ana, without finding water. 

These questions are so general that 
'mothing can be said in reply which 
would not be so general as to be mis- 
Jeading. It is not possible to #x:ve 
practical information of any value on 
such a subject in a short space, or to 
; give information that will apply to all 
sections. The failures of wells are 
mumerous. There are few that do not 
reach some water, if they go deep 
enough, but too many of those that are 
bored haphazard, without proper indl- 
eations, are of no value for irrigation 
on any extended scale, though ood 
enough for domestic use, and for water- 
ing a few head of stock. 

The cost of a 10-inch well, from

Some well-borers, who un- 
derstand their business perfectly, may 
take chances on it in some formations, 
while others may set their figures high 
enough to cover all contingencies, but, 
as a ruie, the wells will cost several 
doliars a foot, if very deep, and if not 
very deep, they may not strike water 
| enough to justify the cost of a shallow 
well. 

The advisability of locating a deep 
well depends almost entirely on geologi- 
sel formations. and especially on in- 
€ications somewhere near of water 
under pressure. These formations, while 
of the same general character, vary 
go that no hard and fast rule can be 
jlaid down. Each case must depend on 
its own conditions, with considerable 
risk of failing to get enough water 
under pressure to justify expense, un- 
less pressure is clearly indicated some- 
where near by. 

Whether water can be pumped 
profitably for irrigation depends, like 
the wells, on so many things that no 
general answer can be given. There 
@re places where it can be so pumped, 
even for alfalfa. There are many more 
where it cannot be even for oranges. 
In all, it will depend greatly upon the 
business capacity of the owner of the 
land and pump, as well as on the cost 
of plant and fuel. There are many 
places where it will pay to pump in 
gan emergency, like that of this year, 
where it would not pay to do it con- 
tinuously. Continuous pumping is also 
certain to exhaust some of the under- 
ground sources, which are connected 
with the supply by a thread so thin 
that it may take years for them to fill 
again. There is no reason to believe 
there is any underground lake or lakes 
here of any size, or that the water 
comes from the high part of the Sierra 
Nevada, the Rocky Mountains or any- 
thing of the sort. The local watershed 
of our mountains is sufficient to ac- 
count for all that has been discovered 
im the past two years, great as it is. 
(rhe extensive beds of gravel can hold 
Much, for it is the accumulation of 
Wears, but they are none the less reser- 
oirs, and when exhausted may take 
years to fill, There is. a vast dif- 
ference between pumping to save an 
mold orchard, or a valuable crop, in an 
occasional short year, and planting out 
new orchard on the strength of some 
new water development. The danger of 
the country now lies in the latter 
woourse. Too many think we have an 
gnexhaustible supply below ground, but 
af there are too many taps on it it 1s 
bmly a question of time when the sup- 
ply that might be of great value in a 
mary year will be used up before the 
emergency arises.

foes as the outcome of honorable war. 
The efforts of the Boston Filipinos to 
discredit the President and to in- 
augurate an organized opposition to 
his policies and plans. will be as futtie 
as the efforts of their allies and com- 
patriots, the Tagalo rebels, to defeat 
our armies in the Philippines.

The statement that the President, 
unlawfully or otherwise, “inaugurated 
war in the Philippines,” is, of course, 
gratuitous and utterly false. And, of 
course, those who make such a state- 
ment know its utter falsity. It is a 
matter of record, and will be a matter 
of history, that the rebels fired upon 
the American troops without just 
cause or provocation, at a time when 
the Americans were acting in the 
capacity of their allies and protectors. 
It is also a matter of record and of 
history that the President has not {s- 
sued any declaration of war, and every 
well-informed person knows that the 
President of the United States has no 
power to declare war, that power being 


vested in Congress by the Constitu- 
tion. 


The President, in the course which 
he is pursuing with reference to the 
Philippines, is simply carrying out the 
will of the people, as expressed through 
Congress. The Philippines: have been 
acquired by our government in a regu- 
lar and constitutional manner. It is 
the duty of the President, under the 
Constitution, to execute the decrees of 
Congress. This is what he has done 
and is doing in the Philippines. Con- 
gress having made the islands a part 
of the territory of the United States, 
it becomes the constitutional duty of 
the President to preserve order in the 
islands, and to protect the rights of 
all. This can be done only by en- 
forcing .the authority of the United 
States, and that is What our armies 
ere doing. The President has no power 
to withdraw . our forces from the

UNNECESSARY OBSTRUCTION 
STRE 


The Superintendent of Streets would 
do well to look a little more closely 
after the reconstruction work of the 
Los Angeles Railway Company, so far 
as that work has to do with the tear- 
ing up of the city streets. In several 
instances this work has been performed 
by the company in such a manner as 
to interfere unnecessarily with the use 
of the streets for the ordinary pur- 
poses of traffic. A case in point may 
be found on West Adams street, at the 
intersection of Hoover, where the eom- 
pany is relaying its tracks. Adams 
Street is one of the main thorough- 
fares of the city, yet it has been en- 
tirely closed, at the point where it 
crosses Hoover, since about. 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning. Ties and dirt are 
piled in the street in such manner that 
teams cannot get across, 
obliged to go half a block out of the 
way in order to reach the other side 
of the street. At the same corner, the 
company has placed a railway tie in 
the center of the drain designed to 
carry off the storm-water, in such a 
way that débris is sure to lodge against 
it and choke up the drain with the 
first heavy rain. 

These things ought not to be per- 
mitted. The company should be com- 
pelled to make a tempérary crossing 
at every street intersection where its 
work necessitates the tearing up of the 
street; and of course none of the storm- 
water drains, sluices, or culverts shoud 
under any circumstances be obstructed 
or reduced in size. The Superintendent 
of Streets should get after these of- 
fenders with a sharp stick, and if 
necessary with something even more 
effective. The public have rights, and 
those rights must be respected, 


Gen. de Gallifet has addressed an 
order to the corps commanders of the 
French army, in which he declares 
that the Dreyfus “incident is closed.”

nor can justice come to her own by 
whipping the devil around a stump. 
The Dreyfus incident continues to be 
wide open! 


The Boston Anti-Imperialist League, 
which has been having another fit, 
Says that “neither the country nor 
any political: party in it is responsible 
for Mr. McKinley’s war,” and vindic- 
tively declares that the President “in- 
itiated «he slaughter in the Philip- 
pines.”’

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VISIT OF DIAZ. 


The President Will Probably Invite 
Him to Washington. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—In connec- 
tion with President's Diaz's visit to 
Chicago, it is expected that President 
McKinley will meet the Mexican Presi- 
dent at Chicago and invite him to come 
to Washington as his guest and the 
guest of the nation. Tentative plans 
along these lines have been considered, 
and more definite arrangements will be 
made when the official announcement is 
received as to President Diaz’s inten- 
tions. 

Up to today the Mexican Ambassador 
has not received the official notifica- 
tion of the President's plans, but it is 
expected that it will be at hand within 
the next day or two. The Ambassa- 
dor is now on his way here from Man- 
chester-by-the-Sea, and on receipt of 
the notification) he (proceed to 
Chicago to deliver it to the proper au- 
thorities there. 

Diaz's route is expected to be through 
San Antonio and St. Louis. At the lat- 
ter point he may make a stop, as the 
Latin-Americans of the latter city have 
telegraphed to the Mexican embassy 
here requesting that he honor St. Louis 
with a visit. 

In recognition of the presence of a 
foreign ruler within the country, it is 
probable that a representative of Presi- 
dent MéKinley will meet the Mexican 
President at the border and accompany 
him throughout his stay in this coun- 
try. An army official of high rank is 
likely to be selected for this service. 

No less than fourteen invitations 
from that many cities have been ex- 
tended to President Diaz to be their 
guest during his stay in the United 
States: but the understanding among 
officials is that he will not be able to 
accept many of these. . 

Mrs. Diaz, wife of the President, will 
not be able to accompany her husband 
to the United States, still being under 


the care of her physicians and forbid-

EVENING EXERCISES. 


The educational anniversary 
celebrated in the evening. Rev. : 
A. Healy acted as chairman, the ad- 
dresses being delivered by W. C. Evans 
of Stockton and George W. White, 
president of the University of Southern 
California. Mr. Evans made an ad- 
dress on the work of the Methodists in 
education. He spoke of the hardships 
borne by the early men; the fruits of 
whose labors we are now enjoying. He 
said that education alone is insuf- 
ficient, it is Christian education that is 
needed in these days. A plea was made 
for the maintenance of the colleges aia 
universities of the church. 


The speaker asked for more educated . 


ministers, but added that grit, grace 
and gumption are necessary in adds 
tion to learning. 

President G. W. White followed. He 
said in part: “I look with apprehen- 
sion at the future. Are the men of to- 
day being trained sufficiently for the 
crises of the days to come. We are 
making great preparations for the 
coming centuries in the education of 
our young. Our people think too little 
of the importance of this greatest of 
questions. The ministry of today is 
not keeping pace with the growth of 
the people’s knowledge. They are not 
sufficiently educated for the most im- 
portant work in the world. 

“Our schools and colleges are not 
sufficiently endowed, and supported by 
the people. Most of our Methodist col- 
leges are dependent on the people's 
generosity for their maintenance, and 
this is sometimes very meager.” The 
speaker then produced some pamphelts 


and read very interesting statistics in 


regard to the above. Continuing, he 
said. 

“We cannot expect our children to 
attend our poorly equipped Methodist 
colleges when they can receive better 
instruction in the State universities. 
They want to receive the very best that 
can be had, and do we not want them 
to have it? Let the church support 
its schools, and do its duty, and the 
church universities can hold the Meth- 
odist young people. We must surround 
our youth with good influences if we 
would have men to meet the needs of 
the future with courage and judgment, 
and it is the paramount duty of the 
church to provide these influences.” 

At the close of the president’s speech 
Milton E. Phillips, formerly dean of 
the College of Liberal Arts, University 
of Southern California, was called 
upon by the old _ students. He re- 
sponded in a few chosen words, heart- 
ily seconding the remarks of the pre- 
ceding speakers.

HOUSES FOR ALL. 


Wealthy Syndicate to Erect Fiats 
on Manhattan Island. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING MEPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Plans are 
maturing for the erection of flat 
houses on Manhattan Island by a syn- 
dicate comprised of French, Belgian 
and Dutch capitalists. Leading archi- 
tects of New York and Paris have 
been for some time at work on plans 
for a series of flat houses of various 
classes, all of the buildings to be of a 
style never before attempted in New 
York. They will embody the best 
features of the French and American 
ideas in flats and tenements. | 

The efforts of the syndicate will be 
directed toward the erection of three 
different classes of houses. One will 
be for the wealthy class of tenants, 
a second for those of madoents meuns 

d third for the poorer people. 
mit has been decided to begin with 
the type for the wealthy class, and 
the syndicate has already secured an 
option on an entire block of ground 
between Madison and Fifth avenues 
in the neighborhood of One .Hun- 
dredth street, upon which—it was 
stated last night by J. Durham, the 


syndicate’s representative this 
country—a building costing in the 
neighborhood of $1,500,000 will be 


erected. It is said that ground will 
be broken within a few weeks. 

The building is expected to be com- 
pleted by the latter part of next 
spring. In the mean time options 
have been secured on several pieces 
of property in. the neighborhood of 
Ninth avenue and Twerity-third street 
where the syndicate proposes to be- 
gin during the winter the construction 
of a gigantic flat house suitable for 
people of moderate means. These 
apartments will rent for from $35 to 
$75 per month. 

This, it is said, will only ark the 
beginning of the operations in this 
city of the syndicate, which contem- 
plates the expenditure of large Cap- 
ital in this particular field. The syn- 
dicate was formed nearly a year ago 
and has been at work ever since per- 
fecting its plans. 


COMPU ISORY ARBITRATION. 


Industrial Commission Testifies te 
Electric Workers’ Conditions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—R. Ww. 
Sherman of Rochester, N. Y., secretary 
of the Electrical Workers of America, 
was first witness before the Industrial 
Commission today. Most of the mem- 
bers are linemen. He said the dues of 
his organization were 60 cents per 
month. There was $100 death benefit. 
There had been thirteen strikes in the 
organization in eighteen months; of 
these the organization had won eleven, 
had compromised one, and one was still © 
on. 

The organization did not include more 
than 2 per cent. of the electrical work- 
ers. As a rule the workers had steady 
employment. There was much extra 
work for which extra pay was obtained. 
The average pay was about $3 per day. 
His organization believed in compuls- 
ory arbitration. 

In the-strike at Cleveland the union 
had offered to appeal the issue to the 
State Board of Arbitration, but the 
telephone company refused. Compuls- 
ory arbitration, in his opinion, should 
carry with it power of enforcing ac- 
ceptance of the decree by both parties.

There is such evident determination 
in the manner of the people of Redondo 
in their aim to compass public improve- 
ments that something good must soon 
result. Seldom do men of all parties, 
creeds and social conditions in any 
town unite on’a public proposition, but 
that it is brought to pass. Enthusiastic 
people there talk of bonding the town 
for $60,000 in order that needed improve- 
ments may be made before next season. 
Redondo has all the elements of 8uc- 
cess as a pretty and convenient water- 
ing place, and when her people beautify 
and adorn the generous gifts of nature 
they may be sure of a compensating 
return in the shape of homeseekers and 
transient visitors. Sanitary .arrange-. 
ments; good streets, good light, good 
order and general attractions for vis- 
itors will make Redondo equal to any 
resort on the south coast. 


If the inimitable Dogberry of Shakes- 
peare should ever be _ reincarnated, 
surely his place for reappearance ought 
to be Los Alamos in Santa Barbara 
county. One Tognigini, a wealthy 
rancher there, trapped quail out of 
season for shipment, and was caught 
at it. Out of forty jurors drawn only 
five could serve, as they all declared 
the quail were a pest, doing great harm 
to the grain crops, and should be ex- 
terminated. They would not find a 
man guilty for trapping quail, and the 
Dogpberry on the bench permitted a ver- 
dict of not guilty. Inasmuch as grain 
is ajl thrashed and sacked, and that 
there was no such idiotic complaint un- 
til the man was caught at it, it would 
seem that that town is an excellent - 
field for the game warden and the fool- 
killer—the former to enforce the law, 
the latter to operate on the legal lumi- 
naries engaged in this case.

TUNNEL-BORERS’ FIGHT. 


SCENE OF CONFLICT SHIFTED TO 
THE POLICE COURT. 


Trial of Contractor Hill for Chas- 
tising Suab-Contractor Chaffey 
Commenced—Suit on Account of 
Wages to Be Begun Today. — 


The scene of the Third-street tunnel 
contractors’ fight was shifted from the 
hole in the hill to Justice <corgan’s 
court yesterday. The trial of Con- 
tractor James A. Hill, on the charge 
of’ battering sub-Contractor Albert E. 
Chaffey, was begun yesterday morn- 
ing. The greater part of the day was 
spent in securing a jury. Two venires 
of twenty-four ménh were called, and 
the trial finally proceeded with a bob- 
tail jury of ten men.s 

Messrs. Peck & Foley appeared for 
the defendant and Députy District At- 
torney Chambers, assisted by F. W. 
Allender, Esq., had charge of the prose- 
cution. Mr. Chaffey told: how Hill or- 
dered him away from the work Tues- 
day morning, and, because he refused 
to go, choked him, bumped his head 
against the wall of the tunnel and 
afterward ;knocked him down, then 
took him by the nape of the neck and 
forcibly ejected him from the tunnel. 
Chaffey denied that he went armed 
to the tunnel with the view of pre- 
venting Hill from putting men to work. 
He said, in accordance with notice 
from the City Engineer, he went to the 
tunnel to resume work on his contract, 
when Hill appeared with a gang of men 
and forcibly ejected him. 

Two or three of Chaffey’s employés 
corroborated his testimony. They de- 
nied that he had a revolver or made 
any resistance to the assault of Hill. 

Attorney Peck, for the defense, con- 
sumed a great deal of time in the at- 
tempt to elicit testimony on cross-ex- 
amination concerning the dispute be- 
tween the contractors and tending to 
show that Hill was obliged by force, 
if necessary, to take charge of the 
work in order to fulfil the contract 
which he and his partner, Swensen, 
had undertaken, and for the faithful 
performance of which they were under 
heavy bond. The court rejected all 
such evidence as incompetent, irrele- 
vant and immaterial, and tried to re- 
strict the evidence solely to facts con- 
cerning the physical encounter between 
Hill and Chaffey. 

At 5:30 o’clock an adjournment was 
taken till 9:30 o’clock this morning. 
The prosecution has several more wit- 
nesses to examine, and the case will 
probably not go to the jury before 
noon today. 

During the progress of the trial the 
defense tried to ascertain in whose 
interest Attorney Allender appeared as 
special counsel. Deputy District At- 
torney Chambers said he did not know, 
and the complaining witness, Chaffey, 
declared emphatically that he had not 
employed him. The fense was not 
enlightened, but Attorney Allender 
stated privately that he appeared in 
behalf of the laborers who had per- 
formed work on the tunnel and who 


have been unable to draw their pag} 


on account of the wrangling between 
the contractors. 

Mr. Allender’declared that he would 
today begin action against Contrac- 
tors Hill and Swensen for claims on 
account of wages amounting to $1300 
or $1400. His contention is that the 
contractors sub-let part of the work 
to Chaffey, at a rate at which they 


would: lose money, and that upon dis- | 


covering their error they sought to 


freeze Chaffey out by getting the city }.

performed. Chaffey had thus been 
embarrassed in the carrying out of the 
sub-contract.

CLAYTON ARRAIGNED. 


Rogers’s Assailant Charged With 
to Murder. 

J. J. Clayton, the assailant of Earl 
B. Rogers, Esq., and who held up two 
clerks in the attorney’s office at the 
point of a revolver, Thursday, was ar- 
raigned in the Police Court yesterday 
on two separate charges of assault 
with intent to commit murder. Both 
complaints are sworn to by F. H. 
Thompson, Esq., who !s chief clerk 
in Rogers’s law office, and who was 
kept under cover of. Clayton’s revolver 
for one hour previous to the assault 
on Rogers. Clayton’s preliminary ex- 
amination in both cases was set for 
September 29 at 2 o'clock. 

The prisoner betrayed considerable 


nervousness when brought before the |. 


bar of justice. His bloated face was 
repugnant and he had a furtive, hang- 
dog look. Twenty-four hours’ en- 
forced abstention from drink was evi- 
dently telling on his nervous system 
and he appeared altogether miserable 
and ill at ease. The ceremony of ar- 
raignment was soon over and he 
looked relieved when led back to his 
cell. The simple prison fare does not 
appear to agree with Clayton’s epi- 
curean taste. He ordered a large 
beefsteak and half a doezn eggs for 
his breakfast yesterday, but the jail 
cuisine does not afford such luxuries 
and the prisoner has no money to 
his credit with which the jailor can 
buy delicacies for him. The $10 which 
Rogers gave Clayton, just prior to 
being assaulted, is being held as evi- 
dence in the cases pending against 
him, and cannot be expended for the 
prisoner’s comfort. 


The two complaints against Clayton |’ 


by Thompson are solely on account of 
the gun play made by Clayton in the 
law office of Rogers when he ter- 
rorized the two clerks, Thompson and 
Jory, and also made a demonstrafion 
against Rogers when he came to the 
relief of the clerks. The assault on 
Rogers in the Police Station ~after- 
wards is‘a separate affair and it is 


probable that Clayton will be prose- |. 


cuted for battery on that account, as 
soon as Rogers recovers from his_in- 
juries. Actions for assault with a 
deadly weapon and carrying a con- 
cealed weapon may also be brought 
against the prisoner. 

Mr. Rogers had a turn for the worse 
about 11 o’clock yesterday morning, 
and he suffered much pain during the 
day. It will probably be several days 
before he will be able to resume his 
law practice.

Street Superintendent Declines to 
Appreve a Contractor’s Bond. 

The contract for the improvement of 
Pico street between Pacific and West- 
ern avenues will have to be again sub- 
mitted to bids by the City Council, if 
that body still desires to have the 
street improved. Owing to the failure 
of the contractor to whom the contract 
was awarded to furnish a sg isfactory 
bond the time for the si.@*nag of the 
contract has expired and it cannot be 
now signed. The work is one of the 
most important pieces of street im- 
provement that has been let by the 
Council for some time, and the cost, 
with all expenses, will be something 
over $17,000. The Council awarded the 
contract to 8S. McCray on the bth inst., 
but he waited until the last day before 
filing his bonds for the work. Two 
bonds were required, one for $8500, to 
protect material men and laborers, and 
another for $4250 to protect the city. 
The first bond was approved by the 
Mayor, but when the smaller bond was 
submitted to Street Superintendent 
Drain he found that the sureties were 
not sufficient, and he therefore refused 
to approve the bond. McCray had 
waited so long before proving up on his 
contract that when, this refusal was 
announced there was no time for him to

Montano, Esq., who has recently gone 
to the Philippine Islands, Juana 
Ybarra de Salas was granted letters 
of administration and an order was 
made setting apart the South Pasa- 
dena lots to herself and her minor 
children. Montano, however, had diffi- 
culty in collecting for the legal serv-

- ABSENCE OF MILK INSPECTION IN 


LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 


Weterinary Says That Milk from 
Cowe Sick With Texas Fever is 
Sold—First Cargo of Lumber for 
the Cycleway—Belle Gohn’s Res-

PASADENA, Sept. 22.—{Regular Cor- 


respondence.] It was supposed that Los 
Angneles county had been protected 
with regard to its milk and cream sup- 
plies by the appointment of a deputy 
dairy inspector by the State Dairy 
Board; but there seems to be some 
doubt as to whether there is any in- 
spector in the county or not. With 
the probability that the sale of milk 
from cows sick with Texas fever is 
going on daily, the situation is inter- 
esting as well as complicated. 

Dr. Ward B. Rowland of Pasadena 
was the man selected by the State 
Dairy Board for inspector of Los An- 
geles county. He supposed this county 
alone was to be his field of operations, 
and there was set aside from the State 
fund for his use up to the 3ist of 
next December, the sum of $300. The 
doctor supposed there were to be four 
other districts in Southern California, 
each with its inspector; but soon after 
receiving his commission, he was noti- 
fied by the secretary of the State board 
that he would be expected to cover all 
of Southern California except the north- 
ern half of Santa Barbara county. He 
immediately wrote to the State board 
that he could not attend to such a big 
territory, and that his commission and 
papers were at their disposal. The sec- 
retary replied, urging the doctor to 
attend to the business, but the doctor 
is unwilling to do so, though he says 
that if any complaints are made, he 
will look into them for the sake of in- 
dividuals, though he declines the role 
of philanthropist for the State govern- 
ment. 

Although the people are intensely in- 
terested in the matter of having safe- 
guards thrown around their milk sup- 
plies, and though there is a crying need 
of a general inspection of herds, most 
dairymen neglecting it, such are the 
terms of the law that it is practically 
inoperative. The law provides that an 
inspection shall be made by the inspec- 
tor, only upon receipt of a written com- 
plaint signed by a reputable citizen. “A 
man is not going to make trouble for 
himself by signing a complaint against 
his neighbor’s cows, though he knows 
they need inspection,” says the doctor. 

The law should be amended so that 
the name of the complainant need not 
be known. Then we should hear of the 
sick cows, or the dangerous milk.” 

Dr. Rowland believes that the sale of 
milk from cows afflicted with Texas 
fever is going on in this county, and 
that this milk by a circuitous route 
reaches Los Angeles. The cows may be 
quarantined without stopping the sale 
of the milk. The State Dairy Board 
could put an end to it, upon complaint,

Double Tracking on Electric Ratl- 


way—Decompored Granite. 


SANTA MONICA, Sept. 22.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] The completion of the 
double tracking of the electric railroad 
between Los Angeles and this city was 
accomplished at 6 o’clock Thursday 
evening under direction of Roadmaster 
Reuter. 

The Outlook has published some es- 
timates on the probable cost of cover- 
ing the principal streets with decom- 
posed granite. According to the figures 
printed, 2610 cubic yards of the gravel 
would be required, and it can prob- 
ably be laid down in the city by the 
electric railway at a cost of 50 cents 
or less per cubic yard. The sprinkling 
of the streets for the year ending Au- 
gust 31, cost the city $3111.60. The Out- 
look thinks that with the suggested 
coating of decomposed granite the cost 
of sprinkling sufficient to lay the dust 
would be greatly reduced.

ALLEGED MURDERER PABLO SAID 
TO DBE UNDER ARREST. 


Word Received That He Has Been 
Captared at Enecnada—Eforts 
to Extradite—Struck by a Hot 
Wave — Block Sold — Coronado 
Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, Sept. 22.—[{Regular 
Correspondence.} Word was received 
yesterday from Ensenada that Juan 
Pablo, alias Martinez, the man who is 
wanted for the killing of a man in 
Santa Monica Cafion, had been cap- 
tured there, and that he would be 
brought up on the St. Denis, which ar- 
rived in port this morning. When the 
St. Denis arrived the man was not 
aboard, and the officers did not cor- 
roborate the story of the arrest, saying 
that they had heard nothing of it. It 
was learned, however, that the author- 
ities of Los Angeles county have in- 
structed the Mexican authorities to hold 
Pablo, and efforts are being made to 
secure extradition papers.
